After discussion, the Board recommended the establishment of Staff com- 
munications under the provisions of Plan C when normal circumstances 
exist and under Plan B whenever either OSO or OPC particularly requests 
it, subject to approval by Headquarters. The Communications Division 
was requested to prepare consolidated regulations on this poll y.
